The Cuban Student Director- 
ate of Miami will continue ef- 
forts to liberate Cuba, '‘despite 
action by the United Stales to 
stop raids originating from U.S. 
soil, a New Orleans delegate 
to the group has announced. 

Carlos Brjpguier, in repeating 
a statement from the organiza- 
tion, said that Cubans "have 
never received any efficient 
support from the United States 
m their struggle against Com 
,munjst oppression," and 
charged that "imprisonment of 
Cuban leaders by the U.S. and 
the British-U.S. blockade to cur- 
tail attacks of the freedom fight- 
ers ... are direct results of 
negotiations effected last Oc- 
tobe r between the U.S.A. and 
Russia." 

Bringuier said the CSD, one 
of the many revolutionary or- 
ganizations made up of Cuban 
exiles and others, protests the 
agreements because the "will of 
the Cuban people was not con- 
sidered." 

He said Cubans believe "no 
one can impair or lessen our 
Cod-given right to bring into 
play whatever measures are 
necessary to regain the freedom 
of our country,"
